This case being fixed to come on this morn- 
ing, the Court was pretty well filled before the 
usual hour of sitting.

in? Tie is the third point which I promised to 
uss with you. I have already touched 
soine of those consequences, when U said that 
while your combinations continued, no improve- 
ment, whether of a public or private nature, 
could be eflected in the country; and this is so 
manifost as not to require proof. No man sows 
seed ina whirlwind, of places his goods for se- 
curity in a den of thieves; neither dues any man 
expend his money in a disturbed country, or seek 
to unprove his lands or houses where his pro- 
perty m not secure. The gaols may grow up 
about us, courts of justice may rise in oer vil- 
lages, police stations may be built at all our 
cross-roads, but the mansion of the nobleman 
will decay, the farm-house will be unroofed and 
untenanted, the manufactory will be silent, the 
eLop will be closed, and the shepherd's song, or 
the hum of industry will be heard no more.— 
Barrenness will come upon the land, ruin upon 
the villages; the towns will be deserted, the rich 
will fly away from us; the po@r will wither, will 
pine away and die of want; Religion herself will 
desert us, for she cannot inhabit with crime, and 
Ireland will become, as she often was before, a 
bleak wilderness, inhabited only by the rem- 
nants of power on the one side, and the dregs 
of wretchedness on the other, who will seem to 
live as they do in hell, only to hate and curse 
each other.’’ 


After an earnest exhortation against all 
associations whose object is robbery, vio~ 
lence, or murder, the Bishop thus compares 
the past with the present condition of the 
country: — 


‘* In past times the poor were tempted to 
combine, and their combination when ripe for 
destruction, was always destroyed by its own de- 
pravity, or the application of force. Laws were 
then enacted suited to the time and the popular 
disease. These laws were enforced with a epi- 
rit similar to that which presided over their en- 
actment, but they were effectual for tieir end. 
They quelled the insurrection, or rooted out for 
the while the spirit of combiuation. But when 
that was done no one thought of inquiring into 
the wants of the people, or of investigating or 
removing the causes which tempted the poor 
and the miserable to associate. But now it is 
not so. The greatest cause of our national mis- 
fortunes has beon removed. The Penal Code 
has been repealed, the road to improvement in 
Ireland is now open, nay the work itself of im- 
provement is already commenced; the minds of 
all men are angaged m devising means whereby 
the condition of the people may be bettered; and 
the King’s Government, which has made all his 
subjects equal before the law, is now anxiously 
intent on providing us with the means of living 
as becomes the members of a free state. In 
other times, beloved brethren, if 1 saw you dis- 
tressed and in want, or driven by oppression to 
combine, I might hesitate before | would take 
up the arms of the Gospel, lest in the omploy- 
ment of them I should seem to range myself on 
the side of guilt in power, against guilt in dis- 
tress. _Bat now, no such feeling damps my zeal, 
or makes my heart faulter whilst my tongue 
would speak. No, this is the period of the re- 
surrection of our country. We may now, as 
heretofore, feel pressure and distress, but our 
prossure and distress are no longer the forerun- 
ners of despair, They are now like the throes 
of a woman in labeur, sharp and severe, but if 
borne with patience and fortitude, they will end 
ina little time, and the remembrance of them

wili be lost in the joy arming to us from the im- 
provement of our country. I know as well as 
you do how unreasonable and how unfecling has 
been the ejection of tenants from their holdings. 
I have wept over the scenes of distress which 
this system of ejection has presented, I have 
seen the mother houseless, and the child starv- 
ing. Ut have heard the how! of the widow in de- 
spair, and have seen the orphan left without a 
father. All this and more was caused by it; but 
we must not bring back those images to our re- 
collection, nor should you be led by them into 
acts of retahation or revenge. Riches, lke po- 
verty, are a source of great temptation; they 
blind the understanding, and by filling the heart 
with pride, harden it against the feelings of 
mercy and compassion. The rich feel their own 
roghtin thew fullest extent, and as if they imagin- 
ed that all other men and things were created 
for their use, they fail to respect those rights of 
others which are as sacred as their own. Thus, 
while they expel the wretched tenant from his 
cabin, that they may extend their parks, or en- 
large their farms, they imagine that they exer- 
cise only their just right, ae if any right of pro- 
perty could be exercised to the destruction of 
human hfe, It w Lké a man who having a 
right to ride bis own horse upon the highway, 
supposed that in the exercise of this right he could 
nde over and trample upon the foot. passengers, 
as if they too had not their right as sacred as his 
own Vhat the rich have thus, lke the peor, 
too ofien yielded to the temptations excited by 
power and wealth, is, alas! but too certain; and 
what ws more painful is, that though every per- 
son is ready te reprove the errors and punieh the 
delinquincies of the poor, there are but few dis- 
posed, and stil fewer prepared, to declare tothe

About six o'clock on Friday evening last, a 
fire broke out at the south-east corner of Main 
and Third streets, in the wooden building occu- 
pied as a store and auction room by Messrs. J.

APPLICATON OF THE LORD MAYOR TO GOVERN. 
MENT ON BEHALF OF THE MURDERERS OF HAN 
LON; AND THEIR EXECUTION. 

Dublin, Nov. 7. 

Late yesterday evening, an application was 
made to the chief Magistrate, from the heads of 
the various operative classes in this city, pro- 
posing that if the lives of Mellon and rath 
were spared, the different bodies would dissolve 
themselves, deliver up to the authorities all 
their books and papers, and solemnly promise 
never again to unite in avy unlawful confede- 


racy. 

The Lord Mayor immediately waited on the 
Chief Baron (before whom the prisoners were 
tried,) and they proceeded together to Lord 
Leveson Gower, to whom the proposition was 
submitted. His Lordship, however, stated that 
the frightful spirit of combination had attained 
such a height, and so many unfortunate men 
had fallen victims to its fury, that a dreadful 
example was necessary; and as the crime in 
which Mellon and Magrath were concerned was 
one of the most cruel and sanguinary murders 
ever perpetrated in ek ga city, Government 
could not interfere, and the law must take its 
course. 

The wretched criminals, who were not aware 
of this application on their behalf, have con- 
ducted themselves with a fortitude worthy a 
better cause. They admit the justice of their 
sentence, and await with resignation the awful 
hour that is to separate them Toss the world.— 
Immense crowds of people are surrounding New- 
gate, and the adjacent streets are crowded to 
suffocation.

The amount of duties on imports and tonnage 
which accrued from the Ist of January to the 
iOh September, 1829, is estimated at $21,821,- 
500, being $2,621,300, less than that which ac- 
crued in the corresponding period of the prece- 
ding year. ‘This deficiency has arisen almost 
entirely in the Ist quarter of the present year, 
and was probably caused by the extensive im- 
portations which had been made in the carly 
part of 1828, in anticipation of the increased du- 
ties Inthe 2d and 3d quarters of the year, how- 
ever, the importations have so augmented, that 
aceruing duties secured in those quarters are 
but $49,300 less than those secured in the 2nd 
and 3rd quarters of the preceding year. This 
improvement still continues, and there is reason 
to believe that the duties accruing in the 4th 
quarter will nearly equal those ofthe 4th quar- 
ter of last year, It is worthy of remark that the 
accruing revenue of the three first quarters of 
the year 1829, although so much below that of 
1828, is boly 270,200 less than that of the same 
period of the year 1827. 

The debentures issued, during the three first 
quarters of 1829, were 3,059,060, 25, which ex- 
ceeds the amount issued during the correspond- 
ing period of the year 1828, by 96,475 70.

The value of domestic articles, exported from

The amount of Custom house bonds in suit on 
the 30th September last, was 6,591,714 20, be- 
ing $1,967,455 45 more than on the same day 
inthe preceding year. It may be observed, 
that the great increase of this item, for several 
years past, has arisen from the heavy failures in 
the China trade, in which series of bonds falling 
due from the same houses, commence in one 
year, and terminate in another. 

From a view of all these facts and considera 
tions, the receipts for the year 1850 are estimat 
ed at $25,840,000.

‘The law, it is believed, may admit of a different 
construction ; but, as the orders for the importations, 
tinee the instruction above referred to, oem 
with a knowledge of its operation, now to the 
tv cv the 00 per emtam © the cost of such a, 
would probally wansfer the whole of them into a 
class higher than eas fairly contemplated by the 
importer, and inerease the duty very prejudielally 
to Ri interest. Under these cireumstanees, and as 
there may be some doubt as to the intention of the 
law, it has been deemed rnot to disturb the 
existing construction, but to submit the matter to 
the consideration of Congress. 

Another subject, somewhat similar in character, 
has been, for special reasons, differently disposed 
of, A deduetion of five per centum on invoices 
of broad cloths, for measurement, has become an es 
lablished w of trade. ‘This usage was i 
tarly noticed in an instruction issued by the ‘Trease 
~ pe on the Oth September, 1424, but whi 
had been differently construed by the Custom House 
Officers at different ports: at some, dedaction 
having been made from the measurement, and at 
others from the cost; by which different rates of 
duties were imposed. It was deemed not only a 
legal, but Constitutional obligation, so far as the 
powers vested in the Department would admit, to 
render the duty uniform throughout the United 
States. In preparing the neces regulations for 
this ae, it was considered that the five per 
centum deduetion was originally intended, as it par- 

rts to be, on * measurement,” and not on price. 
This basis was also recommended by another and 
more important consideration, viz: the uniformity 
of its effect The allowance being made for mea- 
surement, the merchant pays duty on the number of 
yards parporting to be imported; but if made on 
price, it is mu , except the cloths are ea | 
transferred from a Righer to a Jower class, in whic 
ease it diminishes the duty by the amount of the 
difference between the duties charged on such class- 
es. An instruction was necordingly issued on the 
Sth of August, 18%9, directing the allowance of the 
five per eentum to be made on the measurement 
only. But this unavoidably deprived a namber of 
importers, whose orders had been previously given, 
of the expected benefit of the deduction, in deter- 
mining the classes of dutiable prices to which their 
clothes belonged ; such cloths are, consequently, 
subjected to a rate of duty higher than was con- 
templated when the orders were given. ‘The regu- 
lation has, therefore, injuriously affected the inte- 
rest of these importers, and their case is submitted 
to the Sevonteliie consideration of Congress, who 
| alone can give the proper relief. 

‘The Seeretary of the Treasury respeevfully in- 
vites the attention of Congress to some modification 
of the existing revenue laws, as well for the conve- 
nienee of those employed in commerce and naviga- 
tion, as for the better security of the revenue. 

‘The law in relation to licenses for coasting and 
fishing vessels, operates unequally and injuriously 
tpon some branches of that business; it requires, 
upon every change of structure of the vessel, or of 
ownership, by the transfer of the right of one part- 
ner, the taking out of a new license, and the pay- 
ment of a new duty. 

The bounty allowed on vessels employed in the 
cod fisheries is understood to be unlawfully obtain- 
ed by some of those engaged in the mackerel fishe- 
ries. It is believed that a beunty on the fish cured 


or exported, without reference to the origin of the 
salt, would better mote whatever encou ment 
may be considered as proper to be given to the fish- 


eries; this could be duated to any scale, and, be- 
ing more simple in its form, would be less liable to 
abuse. 

It is found that the present mode of compensating

If a single port can be found, 
where, through the negligence of the officers of the 
customs, or other cause, goods can be thus intro- 
duced, there is vo sufficient obstacle to their being 
transported, by water, to another and a better mar- 
ket. The mere power to board a costing vessel, 
and demand her manifest, without any obligation 
on the Master to report her to the © tor, is 
whoily insafficient for proper security against frauds, 
and pe eer ¢ in those ports where an extensive 
coasting and f reign navigation is carried on. 

There is also a feature in the law, in relation to 
the seizure of s suspected to have been smug- 

fed, which, it is believed, may be beneficially mo- 
Siftea. These goods are usually seized in ‘small 
quantities; the owners ps escape, or no one 
appears to claim them, and yet the goods cannot be 
oud antil libelled, anid condemned in a court of the 
United States; the costs attending which frequeutly 
amount to more than the proceeds of the articles 
when sold. The officer not only loses hisreward, 
but the United States are subjected to costs, and 
what was intended as an inducement to vigilance, 
becomes worse than nugatory. This might be re- 
medied, by authorizing the sale, without conodem- 
nation, of such goodsas may be unclaimed, after a 
reasonable notice. An additional and salutary sti- 
mulus may also be given to the activity of Revenue 
Officers, by authorizing a relinquishment to them, 
of a portion of the proceeds of forfeited goods, 
which maw accrue to the Government. ‘The sum 
thus relinquished would probably be mueh more than 
repaid, in the increased security of the revenue, 
arising from the incitement to — vigilanee. 
wer to search for, and seize goods found 
on land, requires to be enlarged, and better defined. 
‘To avoid unnecessary vexation, the exereise of the 
wer might be limited to a reasonable distanee 
bose the coast, navigable rivers, canals, or the inte- 
rior border. It is known that cnnsldeeble exer- 
tions are making for introducing goods into the 
Uuited States, in violation of the revenue laws; and 
the Seeretary of the Treasury finds himself com- 
pelled to invite the special attention of Congress, to 
the adoption of such measures, as may be calculated 
to prevent an evil, not less dangerous to the morals 
of those exposed to the temptation, than injurious to 
the interests of the Nation. Every measure intend- 
ed for this object will unavoidably subjcet the fair 
trader to some inconvenience; but this should be 
considere«| as more than count , by the 
protection it affords against the ruinous competition 
of those, who can only be restrained by efficient 
laws, rigorously executed. 

The sent eredit system, it is believed, may be 
eutetialiy improved. If the purchaser of or 
any other person than the importer, could be law ful- 
ly substituted, as the principal on Custom-house 
bonds, in all cases where the im © was not in- 
debted on bonds due and unpaid, the security cf 
these debts might be greatly increased. It would, 
in such case, depend on the solvency of a class of 
merchants exposed to less hazard iu their business, 
besides beiug divided among a greater number. 
The credits now allowed are also unnecessarily 

ed. ‘The tong eredits on teas have been 
asouree of heavy loss to the revenue, and conse- 
quently injurious to the interests they were intended 
to promote. E.xperience has proved, that, by fur- 
nishing an opportunity for, they stimulate adven- 
turous speculation, not less ruinous to those conneet- 
ed with them, than prejudicial to the Government. 
The ferms of payment for duties, now preseribed by 
law, are as follows: 

All sums not exceeding $50, are payable in cash; 
all sums exceeding , for duties on the produee 
of the West LuJies, (except sait,) or places north of

gation in that region. 

The average proposed somewhat increases the 
leagth of the credits on importations from the West 
Indies. Upon this point, it may be observed, that 
the profits of the West India trade, being reduecd 
to their minimum, every proper, facility given to it, 
eould not but be felt in & agriculture, as well as 
the commerce and navigation of the United States ; 
those colonies being almost the only market for 
many of the staple products of several of the States. 
The same object may be further promoted, by the 
reduetion of Laties on coffve, spices, and some other 
products of these Islands.
